- The announced determination of the 
nd jurors to examine methods of po- 

itical fat-rying has caused alarm among 

those who have been within several 

years connected with the management 

of campaign funds and the manipula- 

on of franchises in the county. 

The admission of Justice of the Peace 

Isaac W. Campbell of Clayton that he 
expects to be indicted has added to this 
alarm. Campbell said Thursday that he 
would tell the grand jurors why he dis- 
missed two charges of assault to kill, 
without obtaining the consent of the 
i prosecuting witness. 
Assistant Attorney-General Kennish 
yweaid Thursday that he would institute 
criminal proceedings against Mark 
\Gumberts, proprietor of the. Louisiana 
Club, closed Tuesday by an injunction 
issued by Judge Ryors. The dramshop 
law, under which Kennish will prose- 
cute, maxes it a misdemeanor, punish- 
fable by a fine of not less than $40 nor 
more than $200 for each offense, to sell 
‘ Mquor witho-it a license. 

Mr. Kennish said owners of other ‘“‘lid- 
lifting’ clubs would be treated in the 
samme way. He declared every violator 
of the Sunday law would be prosecuted 
and that every “lid’’ club would be 
closed in a week. 

Essen at Courthouse. 

Fred Essen, Republican boss of the 
county, was conspicuous Thursday about 
the Clayton Courthouse. He talked with 
county ofiicials behind closed doora and 
held a long conference with Gumberts. 

The grand jury Wednesday afternoon, 
4t is said, had before it for examinu- 
tion the court dockets of a former coun- 
.ty Justice of the Peace, and is trying 
to find out whether a check for $39.30, 
‘paid by Waldemar R. Wright of 8M 
Olive street to settle the fines of three 
negroes, was ever turned into the coun- 
ty treasurer. 

The check was returned with the in- 
dorsement of a Deputy Sheriff, who 
cashed it. The County Clerk has been 
directed to produce the records of his 
office so that the grand jury may com- 
pare the two sets of accounts. Several 
witnesses testified in the matter. 

According to report, Allen Dorsey and 
two other negroes, who had been em- 
ployed by Mr. Wright, Jan. 28, to do 
some work in Wellston, were arrestcd 
and fined $18.10 each. They telephoned 
to Mr. Wright, who was informed by 
the Justice, it is said, that his check 
would suffice to release the men. He 
forwarded it and the three men were

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MARSHAL HURL 
STAR AT MAYOR: 
RED ON SPOT 


Edgemont Official Protests 
Against Removal of Daugh- 
ter to Hospital. 





Following a wordy encounter between 
Mayor Steve LePage and Village Mar- 
shal Grant at Edgemont, in which the 
Marshal pulled off his star and threw 
it at the Mayor, the Village Trustees 
have accepted the Marshal's’ sudden 
resignation and a new man now wears 
the star’and. guards the peace of the 
town. 

The trouble resulted from an attempt 
of Mayor LePage to have Grant’s 
daughter removed to tke St. Clair 
County Contagion Hospital, after phy- 
sicilans had diagnosed her illness as 
smallpox. 

The village of Edgemont, located at 
the foot of the bluffs between East St. 
Louis and Belleville, completed its 
organization only a few weeks ago. 
Mayor LePage and Marshal Grant were 
two of its first set of officers. Soon 
after the organization a case of small- 
pox was discovered within the village 
limits, and the patient died. A few 
days later another case developed and 
the sick person was hurried to the con- 
tagion hospital. Last Sunday it was 
found that Miss May Grant, daughter 
of the Marshal, had smallpox. 

Mayor LePage notified Grant that she 
must be taken to the hospital immedi- 
ately. Grant insisted that his: daughter 
be left at his home, and that the house 
be quarantined. The Mayor called the 
county ambulance and went with it to 
the Grant home Sunday afternoon. 

When the Marshal met the Mayor at 
the door he forbade him to enter. The 
ambulance attendants, over Grant's pro- 
test, were ordered to remove the sick 
girl. Grant tore his star from his coat 
and threw it at the Mayor, and defied 
the ambulance men. LePage picked up 
the star and discharged the Marshal 
on the spot. Miss Grant was placed in 
the ambulance and removed to the hos- 
pital. 

At the meeting of the Village Trus- 
tees Monday night, LePage made a re- 
port of his action in removing Grant, 
and appointed Willlam EKaton as Mar- 
shal. The trustees confirmed his ac- 
tion.

AGED CONSUL'S 
DULY 1S FOUN 
IN Tht Hit 





Borna Haagsma, Agent of The 
Netherlands, Dreamed of 
Country. 





Impelled to visit the Morgue by the 
fear that his father, believing that he 


was wandering in the hills and among 
birds and trees, had walked into the 
river, Albert Haagsma Thursday morn- 
ing identified the body of an aged man 
held there as that of his parent, Borna 
Haagsma, Consul for the Netherlands 
in St. Louis. 

Mr. Haagsma read that the body of 
an aged man had been taken from 
the river at the foot of Carr street 
Wednesday afternoon. He says that he 
was immediately convinced tnat the 
body was that of his father. 

“I was led to this opinion,’ said Mr. 
Haagsina, ‘“‘by a pencil conversation that 
I had with my father Sunday. I went 
from my home, 4022 Labadie avenue, to 
911 Warren street, where my father had 
been boarding, to cheer him up. He 
was 76 years old, feeble in body and 
very deaf. He sometimes became very 
much discouraged and I would try to 
draw him out of his despondent moods. 


Longed for Mountains, 


“I found my father’s hearing so bad 
that we were compelled to converse 
with pencil and paper. I wrote to him 
that I would get him a new home and 
try to make him more comfortable. 

“Then he startled me by writing that 
“This is no home. I do not want the 
railroads, the street cars, the noise and 
smoke. I have a fine home in the 
mountains, among the trees and the 
birds and the flowers. I want to go 
there. I do not like to stay here.”’ 

“We conversed thus, without speaking 
a word,’’ said Mr. Haagsma, ‘‘for more 
than an hour. My father seemed to 
think that a home in the mountains had 
already been provided for him. It was 
apparently all that he thought of. 


To Put Him in Hospital. 


“When I went away, I hastened to the 
office of Dr. Kiaus. I told him of the 
conversation with.my father and he ad- 
vised me that I should have him placed 
in a hospital at once. Accordingly, I 
went to Alexian Brothers Hospital and 
made arrangements for entering him 
there. 

“Monday I went back to my father’s 
boarding house to tell him of his new 
home. He had gone. I had not seen 
him since our dream talk of Sunday. 

“I knew at once that he had wan- 
dered away, that he had gone in search 
of his home in the mountains. Almost 
the first inquiries I made confirmed this 
belief. Neighbors told me they. had 
seen him standing on the corner, near 
the house, for a long time Monday. He 
was gazing into the sky and walking 
about as though wandering among the 
trees and the flowers, 
singing of the birds. 

. found at last that he had boarded | 
a Bellefontaine car. I went 
ends of the line, but received no trace | 
of him until I read in the newspapers 
that the body of an aged man had been | 
found in the river. I knew this was 
the body of my father.”

Thursday.

In a vigoreus arraignment of Mil) 


Nichols of 1912% North Eleventh street, 
who was endeavoring to recover posses- 
sion of his little 5-year-old son. Earl, 
by habeas corpus proceeuings in the 
Circuit Court Thursday morning, Judge 
Reynolds voicec the opinion that.a man 
who came into court and made charges 
that his.wife was an improper person to 
have the care of his child and failed to 
prove those charges was the worst type 
of an American and should have his cit- 
izenship taken from him, 
Judge Is Augered. 

Judge Reynolds was angered by the 
charges Nichols had made against his 
wife, unsupported by any testimony. 

At the conclusion of the testimony for 
Nichols Judge Reynolds stopped the 
case and said: ‘‘From the teszimony of 
this man's own witnesses it is a case of 
‘tit for tat,’ and attorneys may as well 
understand that a mother of a child 
of tender years will be awarded its 
custoGy unless she is positively shown 
improper morally to care for it: The 
testimony in this case shows that when 
one swore at.the other it was ‘handed 
back,’ and that one is not wy worse 
than the other. 

“There is no testimony here to show 
that this mother can not properly care 
for her child. She is accused of going 
to a place of amusement. Why shouldn't 
she? I do not care to hear any more 
of this case. I wish it were in my 
power to take away the American 
citizenship of a man who makes the 
charge that nls wife is an improper 
person and then does not prove it.’”’ 

Mother Thanks Court, 

When Mrs. Nichols was awarded the 
child she jumped from her chair and ran 
up the steps to the bench, extending her 
hand to Judge Reynolds in thanks. He 
told her to go to her seat, as there was 
no thanks due him since he was but 
doing his duty. 

In the heat of the arraignment of 
Nichols and the Hghtning order of the 
Court that followed, no provision was 
made for the father to visit his child 
or take it out with him at any set 
times, as is the usual custom in habeas 
corpus cases where the mother is given 
custody of a child. 

Objected to Neizhborhood. 

Mrs. Nichols is keeping the child tem- 
porarily at the home of her sister, 525 
Wash street. One of Nichols’ claims 
was that the neighborhood was an im- 
proper one for the child to be brought 
up -in. 

Nichols testified that he made $12 a 
week and had been accustomed to give 
his wife every cent of his salary until 
she left him, Aug. 19, and took Karl 
with her to her sister's home.

Babe in Arms and Three , Trudgine Along, Mrs. 
_ Miller Is Found by Police—Goes to Seek 
Honest Work and Finds Husband.

Poverty, distress and sorrow, in their 
most pitiful aspects, have fallen upon 
Mrs. Mary Miller and her four little 
children. Without husband or friends 
and practically penniless, Mrs. Miller, 
who is about to become the mother of 
her fifth child, was trudging the streets. 
baby in arms, under the beating sun, in 
search of lodging and employment. 

Meanwhile, her three boys were being 
cared for by the police of the Lafayette 
Park substation, where the family was 
given shelter Wednesday night. 

Three weeks ago her husband, 
Charles, a printer, disappeared from 
their modest home, 922 North Nineteenth 
street. She awaited anxiously for his 
return that night—waited until the glim- 
mer of dawn-—but no husband came. 
She kept the same worrying vigil the 
next night, and when three days had 
passed without the head of the house- 
hold returning, she notified the police 
and started to take in washing to sup- 
port her family, for she had been left 
with less than al. 


Rent in Arrears. 


The rent was In arrears, the little pit- 
tance she could scrape together by hard 
work scarce sufficed to keep her chil- 
dren from hunger. She denied herself 
food that they might eat. Then she be- 
came ill. Wednesday morning the land- 
lady served notice of eviction on the un- 
fortunate woman. 

There was nothing to do but to get 
out. She pleaded to be allowed until she 
regained her strength and could go back 
to work. But her tearful beseeching 
aroused no spark of sympathy in the 
landiady’s business nature, and the or- 
der to ‘“‘move on” was executed. 

Her oldest son, Clarence Victor, @ 
bright, golden-haired, blue-eyed boy, 
went to a nearby grocery and got a 
large box. All the possessions they had 
in the world were packed into that re- 
ceptacie and left at the house. The 
mother did not know where to go and 
after hours of aimiesg wandering she 
found herself in Lafayette Park, her 
hungry, sobbing little tots clinging to 
her skirts and her 3-year-old baby 
pressed to her breast. 

Footsore and Weary. 

Footsore, weary and broken-hearted, 
she sa down on a bench and rested for 
en hour. Her two youngest boys, 
Charies Oliver, 7, ana Collon Frank, 5, 





knew not why their mother was so sad 
and tired. They asked for their pape 





and they cried for something to eat, but 
the fatigued mother could do nothing to 
relleve them then, for she was too ex- 
hausted. 

After recuperating she boarded a 
street car with her train of tear-stained 
children and went to a restaurant in 
North St. Louis. She paid 10 cents car 
fare. With her remaining 10 cents she 
bought two cups of coffee, dividing one 
between herself and Clarence and the 
other was shared by Charles and Collon. 
Then she told her story to the proprie- 
tress of the place and begged for some 
milk for the baby. The woman fixed a 
bottle for the infant and gave Mrs. Mil- 
ler 2 cents. 

Fealing somewhat revived, she waiked 
al) the way back to the park. When sup- 
per time came the children were more 
tired and irritable than before. Again 
the weary woman, carrying her baby, 
led the little trio. to the same restau- 
rant. This time they spent 15 cents, ‘on 
coffee and rolls. They rode back to the 
park. 

Taken to Station. 

Too exhausted by hunger, worry and 
travel, Mrs. Miller prepared to put her 
children to sleep on a bench and spend 
the night herself on the damp grass. 
They were all in a doze when a police- 
man discovefed them. He took them to 
the substation, where they were given 
lodging for the night. A collection was 
taken up among the policemen amd park 
employes and Thursday morning Mrs. 
Miller was handed $3.75. She was told 
that the city authorities would be noti- 
fied and some provision made for her 
and the children. 

“ZT will never accept city charity,” she 
said as she shrank back from this kind- 
ly-meant offer. “I will work hard for 
them. and 1 am going now to find a 
place.*’ 

About an hour after Mrs. Miller 
started in search of work she met her 
husband on Chouteau avenue, she re- 
ported to the Lafayette Park police. 
She said that he had read of her plight 
and was on his way to see her. She 
did not say what explanation he gave 
of his long absence, but told the police 
that he promised to immediately provide 
for her and the children.

Correspondence Course in Sociology Planned by 
Presbyterian Department of Church 
and Labor at New York. 








By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatc.. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—The Presby- 
terian department of church and labor 
will attempt a new method for train- 
inb ministers in applied Christianity. 
It is said that in spite of the educaton 
received in theological seminaries, thous- 
ans of ministers in the cities, especial- 
ly in industrial centers, have not been 
adequately prepared for their work. The 
faculties in the seminaries insist that 
this lack of preparation is due to chang- 


ing social conditions, with which it is 
difficult for the .seminaries to keep 
ace, 

itt is planned to meet the needs of 
these men through a_ correspondence 
course in sociology, having special ref- 
erence to the peculiar conditions in their 
local field, so that they may deal with 
them in.an up-to-date manner. Social- 
ism, trades unionism, the saloon, tene- 
ment house life, child labor, the slums, 
und many other phases of the city prob-

lem will be considered. 5So- called city 

mission work will be reduced to a sci- 
ence, so that hereafter ministers will be 
relieved from the embarrassment of a 
blundering experiment. 

The theoretical aspects of the probiem 
tc be studied will be reduced to the min- 
imum, the work being so arranged that 
a man may immediately put into ef- 
fect the result of his study. Each stud- 
ent, using his own church and city as 
a laboratory, will report to the office 
of the department the result of his ef- 
forts, and recommendations will be made 
from time to time as to the most effec- 
tive methods of work to be introduced 
in his own field. The charges for the 
course will barely cover the Cc cost of the 
necessary correspondence and the spe- 
cial literature which will be issued in 
connection with it. 

The directors of the course, Rev. 
Charles Stelzle, who is superintendent of 
the department of church and labor, was 
raised in the tenements of the lower 
East Side of New York, worked for 
eight years in machine shops before 
entering the ministry, and is still a 
member of the local machinists’ union.

The Trouble Is Started. 

The preliminaries were dealt with in 
rapid fire fashion. It did not take more 
than five minutes to run through them 
and then there came a lull. In that 
lull Mr. Fish arose and announced that 
he desired to offer a resolution. Whethzr 
the chairman nodded his assent to Mr. 
Fish or whether the New Yorker took 
it for granted that he had the floor is 
a matter of no moment now.

NO TRACE OF PARTNER 





Fears That Russ May Become 
Wildman in Mountains or 
Have Killed Himself. 


THEORY OF ACCIDENT 








Victim Was Shot Through the 
Back While the Two Men 
Were Hunting. 


By Long-Distance Telephone From a 
Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 
IRONTON, Mo., Aug. 29.—Unprece- 

dented in Iron County is the action 

which adjourned a coroner’s inquest for 

a week to solve the mystery of the 

death of Douglas Newman, who was 

found With a bullet wound in his back 
after he had gone into the porphyry 
gilades of the Ozarks with his business 
partner and closest friend, Anderson 
Rugs, to hunt squirrels. 


The bullet passed entirely through his 
body and was not found. 

There would be no hesitation in ren- 
dering a verdict were it not for the 
fact that Russ has dGsappeared and 
that a search of almost a week has 
failed to indicate-even a trace eof his 
whereabouts. 


All through the Arcadia valley where 


both men were born and reared and 


where both have borne excellent per- 
sonal and business reputations the be- 
lief prevails that the shooting ef New- 
man was accidental and that Russ, 
evercome with grief because of the 
death of his friend, has fied from his 
wife and three children into the hills. 


| Russ May Be Dead, Too. 

Bome believe that he has taken his 
own life and others think that he is 
wandering through the thick growth of 
black oaks which cover the “moun- 
tains’ of Southern Misseuri and that in 
his disordered mental conditien he will 
become a “wild man.’’ Personal feuds, 
political fights and the relentless pur- 
suit of the law have made many such 
in the Ozarks. 


That Anderson Russ is “hiding out’’ to 
escape prosecution for murder is not be- 
Meved, even by the prosecuting authori- 
tles of Iron County. Circuit Clerk Jesse 
M. Hawkins said: “It was an accident 
and Russ is afraid to face the public. I 
know him well. He never did anything 
wrong in his life.”’ 


Benjamin Bradford Reagan, proprietor 
of the Arcadia Valley Enterprise, agrees 
with Hawkins on this point. 

Despite the fact that there have been 
rumors that Newman recently showed 
fear of Russ no one in the famous val- 
ley where the Civil War battle of Pilot 
Knob was fought, is willing to come for- 
ward and say that the death of New- 
man was brought about with malicious 
intent. 


For six months Newman and Russ 
have been partners in the house-paint- 
ing business which Newman’s father 
formerly owned. Russ is 34 years old 
and married. With his wife and three 
children he lived diagonally across the 
street from Newman's home. Newman 
was 10 years younger than Russ and 
single. He was a frequent visitor at the 
Russ home. 


Owed All te Newman, 

Mrs. Russ says that she and her hus- 
band owed everything they had to New- 
man. Her grief over tne death of New- 
man is almost as great as her anxiety 
as to the whereabouts of her husband. 

Last Wednesday morning Russ and 


Newman, in a buggy belonging to New- 


man's cousin, Charles Newman of 3873

hortly before noon they passed the 
home of Elzea Hale, a farmer, three 
miles west of Ironton. Trotting in front 
of their buggy was a pointer dog, Jack, 
owned by Newman's brother, James. 

John West. one of Hale’s farmhands, 
saw Russ pull up the horse at the edge 
of a dense wood and heard him say to 
Newman: “There goes a _  squirrel.’’ 
Both men hastily took up their guns 
and jumped from the buggy. Russ re- 
mained behind to tie the horse and then 
hurried into the woods after Newman. 

A few minutes later Hale, sitting at 
his dinner table, heard fouf rifle shots 
in quick succession. 

Half an hour later Russ, out of breath 

and excited, arrived at his home in 
Ironton. He picked up his baby girl and 
kissed her repeatedly. 
To his wife he said: ‘‘Douglas is com- 
ing back with the buggy. We got sepa- 
rated and I came home on foot. He 
ought to be here now, but I guess he 
came around by way of Arcadia.”’ 

While Mrs. Russ was setting the table 
he rhusband took off his hunting clothes 
and put on his Sunday suit. When his 
wife went to call him for dinner he was 
gone. 


Tells of Gambling. 


Now Mrs. Russ remembers that her 
husband told her Monday, two days 
before the shooting, that he feared a 
prosecution for shooting ‘‘craps’’ and 
that he might have to leave Ironton un- 
til after the coming term of court. If 
he went, he said, Newman would ac- 
company him. Mrs. Russ says that he 
gave her the impression that she need 
not be surprised if either he or New- 
man should be missing for a week. 

Newman had many relatives in and 
around Ironton. It was his habit to visit 
them at intervals and his absence from 
home was not regarded as unusual on 
that account. 

Mrs. Russ said nothing about the sud- 
den departure of her husband, and 
there was no thought of tragedy until 
Jack, the hunting dog, limping and half 
starved, returned to the home of James 
Newman Friday morning. 

A searching party was then sent out 
to look for Douglas Newman. The 





‘quest was without result that night, bu 
Saturday morning he was found lying 


in the middle of a narrow woodland 
[rond a quarter of a mile from the place 
where West had seen him enter the 
underbrush with Russ. 

Hat Under His Head. 

The body lay on its back. The soft 
slouch hat was folded under the head 
for a pillow as though someone had 
stopped to administer to the comfort of 
the dying man in his last moments. 

His shotgun, still loaded, lay beside 
him. Hanging to its trigger guard was 
his gold watch chain with the watch 
attached to it. Those who examined the 
body believe that the chain became en- 
tangled in the trigger guard as New- 
man lurched forward after he was shot. 

His lips were cut and two teeth were 
loosened, apparently through contact 
with the stock of his own gun as he fell. 

There was no evidence of a struggle.

Prison Guards Say Murderer 
Anticipated Every Step 
Taken.

Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Avg. 29.—Convict 
No. 9225, having left outside the forbid- 
ding walls of the Missouri Pententlary 
the name “Lord” Frederick A. Barring- 
ton Seymour, to which he elung durin. 
his four years’ of confinement in the 
Clayton Jail, began work this morning 
as a clerk and bookkeeper in one of the 
prison shoe factories. 

At his desk in the factory office he 
is a very different looking man from 
the “Lord’’ Barrington who passed 
through the barred revolving ,gate 
Wednesday afternoon. Instead of Piince 
Albert coat, white shirt and black tle, 
he wears the regulation stripes of the 
2000 other convicts who are to be seen 
on all sides of him. His coal-black mus- 
tache and hair were lost in the prison 
barber shop, where he was taken late 
Wednesday afternoon after he had been 
given a bath. 

Is Put in Cell. 

As the last act of the simple pro- 
cedure of taking away a man’s liberty. 
Barrington was registered and assigned 
to a cell. He was placed in cel] 34 in 
“A’ hall, a large, dismal stone build- 
ing, which the visitor sees on his left 
aus he passes within the walls.

WINTER COAL 
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Weather Bure:ziu Professor Also Believes That 
Soon Meteorologists Will Be Able to Teli 
of Seasons in Advance. 





Meteorologists are studying sun spots 
in their relation to the weather, in the 
hope that some day in the near future 
the scientists may be able, by making 
a telescopic diagnosis of Old Sol’s freck- 
led face, to determine in advance wheth- 
er the season will be hot or vold and 
wet or dry. 

Edward B. Garriott, professor of me- 
teorology in the United States Weather 
Bureau at Washington, who is in St. 
Louis for a few days, is authority for 
this statement. Prof. Garriott says that 
meteorologists are trying to perfect 
their science to such an extent that they 
can forecast the seasons with the same 
accuracy that the weather is forecasted 
for 24 and 48 hours. 

If the scientists are successful we will 
be able to know in August how much 
coal to lay in for the winter, and in 
January whether the iceman is going 
to cut in very considerably on our sum- 
mer income. We may also know how 
deep the snowfall will be, and whether 
the rains will be heavy enough to pro- 
duce good crops. 


Not Exact Science. 
“Meteorology is not now an exact 


science,’’ said Prof. Garriott to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. ‘In 31 years it has 
made great strides, however. 

‘“‘We are more interested now in the 
sun spots and their association with the 
weather, if there is an association, than 
any other subject. The Government is 
doing some research work along this 
line, but the principal experiments. have 
been made by the British Government in 
India. 

‘‘Not a great deal of progress has been 
made, but it is the hope of the student 
of meteorological science to determine 











whether the sun spots affect weather 
conditions. 


Weather New Science. 

The weather is a new science, strange 
as that may seem, for it is an old sub- 
ject. When the Government began mak- 
ing forecasts in 1871 they were for eight 
hours; now we make forecasts for 24 
and 48 hours, and sometimes longer peri- 
ods, with considerable accuracy. 

Of course we make mistakes, and 
acknowledge and publish them. We 
know now what conditions produce 
storms, but we don’t know what it is 
that Produces the atmospheric changes. 

The meteorologists have now turned 
their attention to sun spots and are 
trying to find in them a cause for the 
seasonable changes. For instance, one 
summer is hot and another is cool and 
pleasant, or a winter is severely cold, 
and the next may be mild. Our asaci- 
ence has not progressed to the extent 
that we can determine in advance what 
the season is going to bring forth. Of 
course the goosebone Philosopher and 
the long-distance forecaster make their 
guesses, but they are only guesses. 


May He Sun Spots, 


“It may be that the sun spots y 
something to do with the weather We 
do not now know whether they do.

Of conditions in Melbourne and Aus- 
tralia generally a recent traveler writes: 
“A run by steamer down the Yarra Yar- 
ra River showed with what a lavish 
hand money had been spent during the 
great building boom of the early nine- 
ties. There were miles of wharves and 


trade, but all waiting for the good time 
coming. Australia, indeed, has passed 
through some lean years. In the early 
nineties the land and building boom 
burst and nearly all the banks broke, 
thousands being reduced to poverty, 
while tradé and commerce greatly di- 
minished. 

“Then, just as a recovery was coming. 
a fearful drouth began and lasted for 
a long time, sheep and cattle dying by 
millions. One man we met told us how 
he had watched his sheep dwindle from 
60,000 to 8000 before the rain came. Now 
the rains are abundant again and Aus- 
tralia has entered on another period of 
prosperity; but it is likely that another 
drouth will come in less than twenty 
years, when the same ruin may be 
repeated. 

“Nothing but a series of storage res- 
ervoirs on a large scale will meet the 
drout*= -vhich appear to come in cycles 
of thirteén ‘years. So bad are 
the ¢: 5 of these drouths that in ten 
years tne population of Melbourne in- 
creased by only 38000; the females in- 
creased 15,000, but the males diminished 
by 12,000, showing what a vast number 
of men must have left in search of 
work.”

Mr. Cooke’s young daughter, now 
Mrs. J. M. Butler, asked for one of 
them. The General said she could have 
it, of course, and took out a knife to 
cut it off, when upon second thought, 
he remarked: ‘“‘No, I won't.

But when I go home I will send 
you a button from a coat that I wore 


on the march to the sea.”” This promise 
satisfied the girl and the souvenir soon 
arrived, to be prized very highly.

The re- 
mainder of the estate is left to the tes- 
tator’s daughters, Minerva Vanderbilt 
and Mrs. Florence Debrisko, in the pro- 
portion of two-thirds to the former and 
one-third to the latter. 


Wife Is Executrix. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt is made sole execu- 
trix, with power to distribute the daugh- 
ters’ legacies to them in such propor- 
tions and at such times as may seem 
proper to her. Miss Vanderbilt says she 
fegis sure that under this condition she 
would get nothing. 

After Miss Vanderbilt had finished 
giving her testimony her lawyers asked 





the commission to direct Vanderbilt or 
his counsel to produce Mrs. Vanderbilt 
as a witness. 

“We want to have her here to see if 
she really holds communication with 
the spirit world,’”’ the lawyers said. 

Chairman Ketc ham expressed doubt 
of the power of the commission to make 
the order. Mrs. Vanderbilt is some- 
where in New England. Vanderbilt tes- 
tified vesterday that she was to deliver 
a lecture in Boston next week.
